Motherwell was guided by the rela- 
tion of Canadian production and 
trade to that of the countries he vis-| 
ited, keeping a sharp lookout for 
methods which might be applicable 
in Canada, and opportunities for mar- 
keting of Canadian products. He 
found in the British Isles a strong 
sentiment for empire products, buiit, 
as far as Canada was concerned, on 
proven quality. He intimated that 
Canada could market four or five 
times as much dairy produce by 
doubling her production, and export-)} 
ing the surplus over consumption. 

While in Winnipeg, Mr. Mother- 
well plang to visit the Rust Research 
Laboratory at the Agricultural Col- 
lege, and he will consult the nmem- 
bers of his staff in the various 
branches of the department here.
